Adolph Hitler, fortunately, also 
made some major, and costly, 
moves on the basis of incorrect 
intelligence. 

But the fact.is this country has 
never had, until now, a real in 
telligence operation. The Central 
Intelligence Agency, which an- 
noyed Joe McCarthy by refusing 
to give up its secrets to him, was 
created to coordinate and revise 
our efforts. We are, of course, 
using agents where we can, Ob-

The mercury will climb back 
into the 90s in north Georgia 
Monday after a weekend of com- 
paratively mild temperatures.

LONDON, July 11 —Science 
caught up with fiction anew to- 
day in a report on the mystery 
explosions of three ultra-modern 
British Comet jetliners which 
killed all 99 persons aboard. 

Aviation experts said scientists 
had solved the biggest riddle of 
the jet age. They decided the 
Comets blew up because the meta! 
lof their pressurized cabins got 
‘‘tired’’ and gave way. 

The report recalled a novel 
'*No Highway” written in 1948 by 
‘Nevil Shute Norway, a distin- 
‘guished aeronautical engineer. It 
was based on the imaginary crash 
of an airliner in Canada because 
of *‘metal fatigue.”’ An over-weary 
\wing fell off. 

TREMENDOUS STRESSES 

Now the scientists said they be- 
lieved the Comets fell victim of 
|tremendous stresses built up when 
the pressure in the cabins was 
‘kept relatively normal while the 
900 - mile - an - hour luxury liners 
|soared into the thin atmosphere 
high above the earth, 
| The mystery why the Comets 
‘blew up while climbing on full 
power apparently was solved at 
the government’s Farnborough 
experimental station.

All Saturday afternoon the political 
oratory rumbled and rolled over Geor- 
gia’s coastal plains and the tantalizing 
aroma of barbecue cooking over coals was 
wafted widely across the land by the 
slow July winds. 

It was “the start” of Georgia’s 1954 
campaign. To be sure, there had been 
one or two earlier speaking starts, but 
this, by general consent, was “the start.” 

Now that the thunder has ceased and 
the spicy and diverting smell of barbecue 
is gone from the air, the thoughtful citi- 
zen has adequate time to reflect. Cer- 
tain deductions are possible, and seem- 
ingly inescapable.

Each promises to maintain segrega- 
tion and the county-unit system.

Even the accusa- 
tions against the candidates and others 
are the same old and familiar ones which 
have echoed for years past. 

What remains for the citizens to do is 
to determine—since all promise alike— 
which candidate, on his personal record, 
is most likely to give to the office the 
best and most honest performance. There 
being no major platform differences, the 
voters’ decision, more than ever, is on the 
character and personality of each can- 
didate. 

The thoughtful Georgia voter will con- 
tinue to think along these lines when the 
oratory of future speaking days is con- 
cluded and a man can think. 


Something’s Missing 


At Geneva Conference 


_ From all indications the fate of Indo- 
china will be sealed this week at Geneva. 
As negotiations reach their final stage, 
there’s something strangely missing. Not 
since the late 1930s has such’ a matter 
affecting the entire world been decided 
without the participation of the United 
States. 

At this final week of the conference, 
French Premier Mendes-France, Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, Britain’s 
Anthony Eden and Red China’s Chou En- 
lai will carry the ball. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles will not be present. 
Neither will Undersecretary Walter 
Bedell Smith. This seems an unnecessary 
mistake. It can serve only Communist 
propaganda, We should be represented 
by our top leadership. 

If a settlement is reached and very 
likely one will be, it will represent a ma- 
jor defeat for the United States in Asia. 
Not only that, but American prestige will 
have sunk to its lowest point in all the 
postwar years. 

Matters affecting the world and our 
security are being decided by Paris, Lon- 
don, Moscow and Peking. It’s very diffi- 
cult to understand in which direction 
we're moving. 

We have refused to fight in Indochina 
and we've refused to negotiate with the 
Chinese or the Indochina rebels about a 
settlement. We've literally told the 
French to get out of their mess the best 
way they can. They’v@ no choice but. to 
do so. 

Secretary Dulles’ “dynamic new for- 
eign policy” begins ‘to look remarkably 
like no policy at all.

In 1952 America’s philanthropic foun- 
dations were investigated by a commit- 
tee headed by Georgia's late Rep. Eugene 
Cox, a most conservative man, The com- 
mittee concluded that they were free of 
subversive influences and deserved high 
praise for their achievements. 

But here in 1954 these foundations are 
again suspect. A new investigation is 
under way, headed by Rep. B. Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee on charges that they 
are engaged in a conspiracy to “spread 
socialism in the United States” and are 
operating against the public interest. 

Attacks on these foundations find 
echoes here in Georgia, which has bene- 
fited from them as much as any other 
state. Educational institutions, including 
the University System, the public schools 
and private schools and colleges have re- 
ceived millions. Medical and graduate 
schools have been helped te do a better 
job for all the people of the. state. 

In our own state we are familiar with 
the splendid contributions made by Geor- 
gia foundations—such organizations as the 
Candler_Foundation and its great con- 
tributions to Emory and other schools; 
the Whitehead Foundation, with a simi- 
lar record; and-the Rich Foundation that 
is doing so much to provide educational 
advancement in the state. There are 
many others. 

The recent grant by the Kellogg Foun- 
dation to the University of Georgia is 
making possible the completion of the 
Rock Eagle 4-H Center. 

No one can deny the genuine contri- 
butions to progress made by these phil- 
anthropie foundations. Let’s investigate 
their use of money if we must but it is not 
in the public interest to continue to try 
to destroy their effectiveness nor to en- 
courage government to step in to direct 
their activities. The latter, in fact, would 
accomplish the former.

Are the Soviets Gaining 


Superiority in Weapons? 


The Christian Science Monitor 
Since the so-called cold war began there has been-a com- 
fortable and pleasant assumption in the Western world, particularly 
in the United States, that regardless of what else might happen the 
West would always retain a lead over the Soviet Union in the devel- 


opment of new weapons. 


Upon this assumption rested a belief that if worst came to 
worst, the West, with its always superior weapons, could win a 


final trial of strength with the. So- 
viet Union. 


This concept was built deep into 
the whole fabric of the so-called 
military ‘‘new look’’ and the doc- 
trine of “massive, mobile retalia- 
tion’’ because the ability to. retali- 
ate massively can be presumed 
only if one presumes superiority in 
the weapons of massive retaliation. 

The military experts in Wash- 
ington have not yet conceded to 
the Soviet Union their belief in the 
existence of an American lead in 
technological development of new 
weapons, but they have let us know 
that the ‘“‘lead’’ no longer seems 
to be as long or necessarily as 
permanent as had been earlier pre- 
sumed. 

Whether the Soviet Union has 
been narrowing a gap or we have 
merely discovered the narrowness 
of the gap is a matter of contro- 
vresy. At the Quantico defense 
conference Donald A. Quarles, As- 
sistant Secretary’ of Defense 
for Research and Development, 
said our “technological position 
vis-a-vis the Soviet is less favor- 
able than it was a year ago.”’ Sec- 
retary of Defense Charles E. Wil- 
son preferred to say that “we have 
a better understanding of what the 
gap is.”’ 

Whichever way you choose to 
take it, either that the Soviet Union 
has narrowed the. gap or that it 
was never as wide as we pre- 
sumed, the warning is clear in 
what Messrs. Quarles and Wilson 
said: The United States does not 
possess as wide and as permanent 
a lead in. technological develop- 
ment as erally has been as- 


sumed in mést United States think- . 


ing about the military balance of 
power. 

The known facts are-in them- 
selves rather startling. Here are 
some of them: 

Less than nine months ago the 
United States sent its first atomic 
cannon to Europe. The Soviet 
Union is reported to have equipped 
its forces in Germany with atomic 
cannon this spring. 

The United States hydrogen 
bomb was supposed to regain the 
lead in atomic weapons lost. when 
Moscow obtained the atom bomb. 
On the known record the United 
States H-bomb preceded the So- 
viet H-bomb, but the Soviet claims 
it actually had it first, which con- 
ceivably is true. Certainly it had 
it very soon after the West did. 

Indochina disclosed a_ startling 
development of Soviet-produced ra- 
dar-controlled antiaircraft guns. 

The Kremlin claims to be well 
on the way to intercontinental 
rockets. 

What has been overlooked in fe- 
spect to the Soviet Union is the 
fact that while Moscow never has 
devoted much technological energy 
to machinery for civilian use, and 
while the peasant lags behind the 
westerner in ability to _maintain 
and handle machinery, the Soviet 
Union has never stinted its weap- 
ons research and development pro- 
gram. , ‘ 


The implication of all of this is 


something which Washington has 
been reluctant to recognize. 

The trend in Washington is 
toward a probable conclusion that 
more money and effort must be 
devoted to weapons research and 
development.

3 Spirit Conquered 
| * Weakness of Flesh 


One of the gallant figures in the New Testa- 
ment who most appeals to me is Simon Peter. 
Each time I turn to the, New Testament some new 


facet of Peter’s life and ministry challenges me. 
I suppose part of the appeal of Peter is found in the fact that, 
like most of us, his heart and mind were so often in conflict with 


his behaviour. 


If Jesus Christ could love one who so vacillated and 


so often disappointed Him, then, perhaps, He can love such as you 


and me. 
Each time we reread some por- 


. tion of scripture our thoughts are 


focussed on what seems to be a 
new emphasis and a new teaching. 
This is one of the joys of turning 
again and again to that which 
seems too familiar to warrant re- 
reading. Perhaps each reader has 
already concentrated on what I 
found, but to ’me, however many 
times I may have passed over it 
before, it awakens new thought. 


I was reading John 13:36-39. 
Peter asks Christ, ‘‘Lord, whither 
goest thou?’’ Christ replies, 
‘Whither I go, thou canst not fol- 
low me now; but thou shalt follow 
me afterwards.’’ Christ was speak- 
ing of the Cross which pi¥sently 
He must face alone, but he knew 
that those who loved Him would 
in time be required to bear their 
crosses too. 

Peter with a zeal and enthusiasm 
born of his great love and loyalty 
to Christ exclaims: ‘“‘Why cannot 
I follow thee now? I will lay down 
my life for thy sake.’’ Did Peter 
actually mean what he said? Did 
he understand what cruel torture 
lay ahead for Christ? Perhaps he 
had not yet counted the cost of 
discipleship, but none can doubt

the spontaneous and genuine de 
votion he showed. 


Christ then asks, ‘Wilt thou lay 
down thy life for my sake?” The 
question was not answered. Christ 
adds, ‘Verily, verily I say unto 
thee, the cock shall not crow, till 
thou hast denied me thrice.’’ 


Peter’s faith was not then strong 
enough to match the crisis, but 
we know that there came later a 
matching of his faith and his 
action. For throughout the New 
Testament there are many records 
of the courage Peter developed as 
he lost himself in the work and 
ministry of the early church. Tra- 
dition tells us that Peter, like his 
Master, died at last on a crass. 
The spirit at last mastered the 
weaknesses of the flesh.

At the time of Christ’s cruci- 
fixion Peter was not capable of 
offering even lip service to his 
Master. But his education at the 
feet of Christ bore fruit, for Peter 
became the Rock that Christ said 
he was and he offered to both God 
and man a dedicated heart and 
hand.

The mention of Mr. Hand is 
made in connection with a report 
on the State School Building Au- 
thority. Since -he was the origina- 
tor and is now chairman of this 
very successful plan for construct- 
ing much-needed school buildings, 
it .is proper that he should be 
cited by name. 


The report reads in part: 

“Despite enactment of the Foun- 
dation Program and _ increased 
school support, Georgia children 
were. going to school in disgrace- 
ful buildings as late as 1951. More 
than half of the state’s 2,900 school 
buidings were in disrepair and 
without proper lighting or sanitary 
facilities. 


Educational. leaders estimated 
$185,000,000 would be required to 
provide adequate facilities for 
every student. That kind of money, 
even with tax revision and the en- 
actment of a sales tax, was not 
available.

Red China Issue 
Tests Morality 


WASHINGTON—Is there a deterioration in 
public morals going on in the world among states- 
men abroad and among some of the so-called 


The Foundation Program for- 
mula provided for yearly alloca- 
tions for school construction, ex- 
pansion and improvement. .. . 
However, the amount received by 
any system any given year was 
only a ‘“‘drop in the bucket’’ com- 
pared to the real need. 


But since the allocation was 
guaranteed for 20 years, it occured 
to Speaker Fred Hand of the State 
House of Representatives that 
there should be a way to provide 
the needed schools by spending 
that money in advance. 


Mr. Hand and State Auditor B. 
E. Thrasher Jr. explored the idea 
and devised the plan for the State 
School Building Authority—an in- 
corporated agency which would is- 
sue revenue certificates against 
the future school construction ap- 
propriations to provide the money 
for an immediate building pro- 
gram... . 

It was adopted and has been 
successful beyond the greatest ex- 
pectations of its most ardent ex- 
ponents. Jt has attracted interest 
from several states and even as 
far away as the Territory of 
Alaska.”’ 

Since Sept. 1, 1952, the Authority 
has issued bonds totaling $127,909,- 
000 to construct $132,351,451 worth 
of buildings in 123 of the state's 159 
county systems and 26 of its 42 
independent systems. Federal and 
local funds used to supplement the 
state’s contribution raised that 
figure spent or earmarked for new 
schools to $168,612,435. 


‘intellectual’ groups in all countries, including our own? 

This would hardly be a pertinent question to ask were it not for 
the news dispatches of recent days bearing on matters of the utmost 
importance to the advancement of public morals. 


Thus a well-known scientist lies 
to his own government and con- 
ceals vital information whic#mis- 
leads the security officers of the 
U.S. Army over a period of sever- 
al months while his own govern- 
ment is engaged in war, and yet, 
when he is formally declared now 
by a competent board to be a 
“security risk,”’ an association of 
scientists in a public statement 
glosses over what he did and says 
there is something wrong with the 
“security regulations.’ 

The press almost universally 
has denounced the behavior of 
the scientist but there has been a 
curious indifference in some other 
quarters where morality is often 
discussed, While sensational ser- 
mons were preached in some 
prominent pulpits denouncing a 
senator who expressed his dissent 
from the action of the Army in 
awarding an honorable discharge 
to an officer who he had refused 
to tell about his Communist con- 
nections, not a sermon from those 
pulpits has appeared in the head- 
lines about the. lack of moral 
strength of the scientist. 

Nor is this an isolated case. Not 
so long ago 83 cadets at West 
Point, in order to help the football 
team, violated the honor, code by 


cheating in examinations or by 
helping other cadets to cheat. 
There were voices raised even in 
Congress which sought to gloss 
over what had happened and 
urged that the Army’s decision 
to dismiss the cadets be reversed, 

Today there is a large issue of 
morals imbedded in an interna- 
tional controversy. It has to do 
with the admission of an unmoral 
government to the United Nations. 
The London Times says that 
“British public opinion looks at 
the problem as a matter of law 
and not of morals.” 

But is it really a matter of law? 
If it were, Britain would not be 
opposing the admission into the 
U.N. of Franco’s government in 
Spain? 

Perhaps the greatest speech of 
the year thus far. on the topic of 
international morality has just 
been delivered by Speaker Mar- 
tin; who depicted Churchill's pro- 
posal for ‘‘coexistence”’’ with com- 
munism,

gressor government to the U.N. 
is accepted in too many parts of 
the free world as an expedient 
move. It is part of the unmoral 
attitude toward wrongdoers which 
glosses over misdeeds. |

At least four accepted lengths 
for suit jackets. 

Waistlines high, low and nor- 
mal with a slight tendency to- 
ward the low. 

More casual off-hand ease. 
More richness — with mink, 
chinchilla and sable slathered on 
late-day clothes. 

There'll be more fabric above 
the waist — a puff of air that 
deflates to deep folds. The taut 


waistline and skin-tight dia- 
phragm have relaxed and lim- 
bered, lost their boning and ex- 
cessive stiffening. 
Shirtwaist tops are 
every collection, on coats and 
suits as well as dresses. Here 
are shirt-waisty evening clothes 
in sumptuous fabrics. Barrel 
coats and jackets have a 
bloused shape above gathered 
hem bands.

Cohesdine Sibley 
Weather Talk 
Is Never Dull 


People who complain of conversationalists whose main topic 
is weather get no sympathy from me. As far as I'm concerned, 
the weather is one of the few subjects which is in exhaustibly 
interesting. In my younger days as a reporter I used to hang 
around the weather bureau so long every day I was hard pressed 
to get over the rest of the beat and get into the office before 
deadline. 


But the Chamber of Commerce with all its te-do over azaleas 
and new industry could offer nothing quite as poetic as Old Man 
Ashenburger, the weather forecaster who woald predict fair skies 
and go forth ostentatiously brandishing an umbrella. He spoke 
of weather in lovely esoteric terms—cold fronts and high pres- 
sure areas and precipitation instead of rain. And I always had 
a feeling that high up there in Mobile’s Van Antwerp Building 
with his maps and hurricane flags he was in closer touch with 
the forces of nature than the rest of us. ‘ 


Of course, the rest of us have been in pretty close touch with 
weather lately what with heat and drought. The intimacy hasn't 
been altogether delightful either when’ you think of threats to 
crops and the physical discomfort. 

Still, it is a subject endlessly interesting, as a communique 
from Sarah Orr, our Dublin correspondent, demonsrated the 
other day. 

‘Aside from the serious — of the drought 
and throughout this section,’’ wrote Miss Orr, 
its angles of interest and ironic amusement. 

*‘Consider the birds. They have been hard put to wet their 
whistles. One woman reported she had filled the bird bath three 
tims in one day last week to slake the thirst of a string of red 
birds, cat birds, pigeons, mockingbirds and blue jays. 

“One ingenious blue jay was seen getting his drink in a 
unique manner. He was perched on top of a yard spigot which 
was dripping so slightly no human eye had noted it. He bent way 
down* waiting for the drop, caught it in his beak and tilted his 
head heavenward for the precious swallow.”’

In Dublin, as in some other sections, city fathers asked people 
to halt lawn watering and swimming pools were closed last 
week. Even in the mountains where those sudden showers keep 
the world green and new-washed looking the lack of rain has 
ben noticeable. An Ellijay man has in his garden a crop of gal- 
Jon oil cans, which turned out to be his own watering system. 
He cut a few holes in the bottoms of the cans and placed one can 
by each of his precious tomato and dahlia plants, filling the cans 
at nightfall and allowing the water to drip slowly out, seeping 
down to the roots of the plant it was intended for instead of 
watering grass and weeds and the dusty surface of the garden. 


The scarcity of water is no new thing, despite the trend to 
blame it all on our modern system of dams and the falling 
underground water level. In his day Thomas Jefferson antici- 
pated rainless seasons on his green hill in Virginia and installed 
cisterns to catch rain water. 

John Gould, the New England author of that humorous story 
‘“‘Farmer Takes a Wife,’’ recalled that in his grandfather's day 
there was but one absolutely drought-proof well in the whole 
countryside. It was on the Marshall farm and the Marshalls 
could quote Scripture to prove that the Lord intended for them 
to have water and their profligate neighbors to thirst. People 
managed but their livestock, like Miss Orr's birds, suffered. 

One day somebody caught Mr. Marshall on top of his barn 
repairing his roof and took away his ladder. Before he knew what 
was happening all his neighbors had converged at his well, driv- 
ing their thirsty cattle and horses and sheep belore them. The 
old man screamed and yelled and cttt up a sight, but he was 
powerless to stop the neighbors and the animals who joyfully 
guzzied the water and even sprayed a few drops on themselves 
just to feel damp and cool once more.

How many tens of thousands of 
farmers and city folk have been 
forced to flee their homes is un- 
known, but in the Austrian city 
of Linz alone, 24,000 persons have 
been evacuated. 


STILL ON RAMPAGE 

Most Danube tributaries were 
reported subsiding today, but Eu- 
rope’s greatest water artery itself 
was still rising, sweeping crops, 
homes, bridges and human hopes 
into its swirling torrent. For 400 
miles from Regensburg in Ger- 
many, to Budapest in Hungary, 
this is a picture of the disaster: 

The Danube at Regensburg was 
twice its normal height and base- 
ments were under water. 

Medieval Passau, surrounded by 
the Danube, Inn and Iiz rivers, 
braced itself for an expected new 
crest of the Danube. 

Emergency supplies of food and 
water were being rushed into Pas- 
sau in U.S. Army trucks and fire 
trucks. 

Between Passau and Linz, scores 
of villages along the Danube and 
the Inn, were under water. 


GIs HELP NEEDY 

At Linz, where 15,000 person 
had been told by police to leave 
their homes yesterday, another 
9,000 were forced to seek shelter 
in schools and public buildings dur- 
ing the night and early foday. 
American troops at a nearby camp 
mobilized hundreds of trucks and 
boats and gave full assistance. 
Across the Danube, in Linz, twin 
city of Urfahr, Russian troops also 
were helping the needy. 

One of the hardest hit villages 
was Goldwoerth, near Linz. More 
than 500 inhabitants spent 30 hour.

Recently, too, the Lutheran 
church has brought out a re- 
markable movie, ‘‘Martin Luth- 
er,’ which also ought to make 
the Hollywood producers sit up 
and take notice, for it is prov- 
ing a great financial success. 

Carol’s clergyman is at least 
partly correct in saying the 
movies have wantonly dragged 
in the use of whisky into scena- 
rios where it had no legitimate 
connection. 


Oh, if a plot were laid in the | 


old frontier towns where sa- 
loons wére commonplace,. the 
view of a bottle of whisky would 
be relevant. 

But modern movies depict sup- 
posedly respectable lawyers and 
doctors opening up a “bar” in 
their home to which they invite 
their college daughters to drink 
with them while they try to 
start a father-and-daughter con- 
fidential chat. 

That kind of unwarranted pres- 
entation of liquor drinking is so 
irrelevant that it leads man y 
Americans to wonder if the mov- 
ie stockholders aren’t also own- 
ers of liquor stock, so they have 
employed their movies to sneak 
across a lot of free advertising 
for their alcoholic merchandise.

It is not fair, however, to in- 
dict all movies and to tell young 
people they will go to hell if they 
attend.
